throe fourths of tho schools. 
And the 


Normal graduate, with threo years of the 
•icionce of teaching, will find it impossible 
to dislodge these hand to mouth incum- 
bents. Tho wise course for the Normal 
school is to receive these unfinished teach- 
ers and hold thorn as long as possible. 
Help them wherever we can. It is wiflc 
to do tills because those are Uio teachers in 
fact, and will be, whether qualified or not 
and'ovory particle of culture imparted to 
thorn will bo so much claim given for the 
scUools, This tho Normal University has 
endeavored to do. While not forgolling 
tho high ideal of Normal Instruction, it has 
nevertheless labored to take hold of tho 
actual problem about it, 


For thin reason wo have dono what we 


could to promote Teachers' Institutes.— 
Most of tho counties have been visited by 
some of the Kaculty for the purpose of 
lecturing and giving instruction.

It is wifle 
to do this because those aro Uio teachers in 
fact, and will be, whether qualified or not 
and'ovory particle of culture imparted to 
them will bo so much claim given for the 
scuools. This the Normal University bus 
endeavored to do. While not forgetting 
Iho high ideal of Normal instruction, it has 
nevertheless labored to tnko hold of llio 
actual problem about it, 
For thin reason wo have done what we 


could lo promote Touchers' Institutes.—
